THE LAW OF IT. 


Argument on the Sunday Law 
Mandamus Case To-Day. 


J. O. McGinnis Occupies an 
Hour on Jurisdiction. 


H. T. Kent Laughs at the Senator and Re- 
peats Fermer Argument—An Attempt to 
Make Jos. Schnaider et al. Defendants 
Fallis—Judge Valliant Will Not Let Him 
Into the Case—City-Counselor Bell Sub- 
mits an Argument Based on Five Propo- 
sitions—J. E. McKeighan Follows and the 
Court Takes the Matter Under Advise- 
ment—Right of Appeal. 


This morning before Circuit-Judge Valliant 
arguinent was heard on the dewurrer to the 
Police Board’s return to the writ of mandamus 
issued by Judge Valliant to compel the Board 
to make arrests of Sunday law violators, not- 
withstanding Judge Noonan's decision. 
Henry T. Kent for the citizen 
plaintiffs in the case entered the 
room before the Judge appeared on the bench. 
He bore an armful of law books, and, having 
set them down, went out for a breath of air. 
City Counselor Leverett Rell, who represents 
the Police Board, entered, and, seeing Mr. 
Kent's pile of books, entered into conversa- 
tion with Sheriff Harrington on the need of 
work to keep a man “satisfied with 
lite. Then entered the attorney for 
the saloon-keepers, J. C. McGinnis, State 
Senator, who intended to enter the case if 
possible. He had with him a law book or two, 
some papers, andan intention to knock the 
mandamus proceeding higher than a kite. 
Wm. C. Wilson, the prohibitionist, brought 
his newspaper into court and awaited develop- 
ments. J. E. McKeighan, associated with Mr. 
Kent for the plaintiffs, had his arms full of 
law-books, and having deposited them on the 
counsels’ table went out to get more. He re- 
turned in time forthe hearing. Edward Wil- 
kerson was the only member of the Police 
Board present. Other persons present were 
attorneys in other cases. 

J. C. M’GINNIS 
opened the matter, stating to the Court that 
he desired to be heard as the friend of the 
Court on jurisdictional points, and wished to 
know if the Court would give him an oppor- 
‘tunity to address it. 

Judge Valliant said he would be pleased to 
hear anything the gentleman mignt say. 

J. E. McKeighan suggested Mr. McGinnis be 
heard after the case was opengd and it was so 
agreed. 

H. T. Kent read the petition and alternative 


writforthe information of the Court. Mr. 
Bell read his return and Mr. Kent read the 
demurrer to the return. 

Mr. McGinnis then said: ‘‘Limited by my 
promise to the Court to limit myself to the 
questions of jurisdiction in the case, I shall not 
enter into the history of the case, but shall 
proceed at once to the questions named.’’ He 
piled law books about him and dived into the 
subject. 

‘*Conceding the legal right of relators to the 
relief sought, which is open to very serious 
questions, the next question to be considered 
is whether they are without another adequate 
legalremedy, for though their right may be 
clear the writ will not be if they have such 
remedy. 

Indeed, it results from the very nature and 
origin of the writ which was introduced 
to supplement the existing jurisdiction of the 
court and to afford relief in extraordinary 
cases where the law presented no adequate 
remedy and when it is found that such remedy 
exists and that it is open to the party ag- 
grieved the courts have formerly refused 
interfere by the exercise of their extraordinary 
jurisdiction.’’ High on Ex. Leg. Rem., Sec. 
Id and cases there cited. * * * * 

In the matter prayed for relators havea 
specific remedy outside of this extraordinary 
proceeding of mandamus. Indeed there is 

A COMPLETE REMEDY . 
in either one of two proceedings. Section 12 
of the Bill of Rights authorizesthe prosecu- 


tion by indictment or information as 
concurrent remedies. This provision is 
vitalized by section 1761, Revised Stat 


utes, under which relators may appear before 
the Grand- jury of the city and have the saloon- 
keepers (whom they here seek to have prose- 
cuted) indicted, and they willthen be arrested 
by the Sheriff of the city and tried in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, without the Police 
Board or the police having anything whatever 
to do with the matter. Another specific reme- 
dy which relators have and which is even 
more direct is afforded by section 19, page 1514, 
Revised Statutes, ofthe act creating the Court 
of Criminal Correction, which authorizes re- 
lators or any one else to appear before the 
Prosecuting-Attorney of the Court of Crimin-

‘*While mandamuses will not lie where the 
relator has another adequate specific remedy 
at law, the converse of the proposition by no 
means holds gone. and the want of 
such remedy will not itself justify interfer- 
ence by mandamus. Indeed, there are many 
cases where an injury has been committed or 
a duty omitted for which the law affords no 
redress in the usual forms, and where the 
courts have yet refused to trelief by man- 
damus. Where the facts will not justify the 
exercise of this extraordinary jurisdiction, the 
writ must be refused, notwithstanding the

The issuance of the peremptory writ in 
this case would be in violation of articie 3 of our 
State Constitution, which not only divides the 
general functions of the powers of our Govern- 
ment and names the co-ordinate departments 
to which these powers are confided, but it 
also positively prohibits the exercise by one 
department of any power properly belonging 
to either of the others. It is made the duty of 
the Executive to see that the laws are faith- 
fully executed. 

HE SHALL TAKE CARE 

that the laws are fully executed and various 
agencies, among them this Police Board, have 
been provided to aid him in securing the exe- 
cution of the laws. To him and not to the 
Judge clearly is confided the control of 
these agencies and especially of the Police 
Board. It they fail or refuse to aid the 
executive inthe enforcement of law within 
their jurisdiction itis competent for him to 
remove them from office to put in their stead 
those who will render proper aid in that re- 
ard. Buthere it is sought to induce the 
udicial department to coerce the Executive 
department, to open and push prosecutions to 
be heard and determined by the judicial de- 

artment. 

It is the province of the judicial department 
to hear and determine cases presented for 
their consideration, without prejudice, fear or 
favor; but would it not present an anomalous 
governmental situation for the judicial de- 
partment to point out to the executive depart- 
ment any class of offenders and use its coercive 
power to compei the executive department to 
3 such a class, so as to enable the ju- 

icial department to pass upon their cases? 
Such would certainly be the effect were the 
writ to go in this case. I cannot believe that 
this court will usurp executive functions 
under color of a jadicial action.’’ 

On the conclusion of Mr. McGinnis’ 


CECIL V. SCOTT 

approached the counsel table and asked leave 
to file a petition in the case on behalf of Joseph 
Schnaider, Frank Mahon, Wm. Kesslerd and 
James Sweeney, who were represented by him- 
selt and James C. MoGinnis, and who were 
mentioned in the petition for the writ as bein 
violators ofthe law whom the Police Boar 
neglected and refused to prosecute.

BABY FARMING IN CANADA, 


Exposures of the Heartless Treatment of 
Tender Babies in Montreal. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

MONTREAL, July 23.—Recent exposures in 
this city regarding the treatment of found- 
lings show that 96 per cent of the children die. 
The children are left at the Grey Nunnery, and 
from there are ‘‘farmed out’’ to poor people 
in the city and suburbs, who are paid 10 cents 
a day per head to care for them. These poor 
people take almost no care of the infants, and 
simply starve them to death. The correspond- 


ent of the Post-DISPATCH got a list 
of some of the people who have 
charge of the babies, and yesterday made a 
tour of inspection. They had learned thata 
visit would be paid to them, and most of them 
had made some preparations for it. The 
house of Mrs. Dagenai, a professional ‘‘baby 
farmer’’ at Saule-au-Recollet, was the first 
visited. At the doorof the house lay three 
little children, each with bare legs, breast and 
arms, with a frowzy bodice around its middle 
and a piece of dark cloth around its loins; 
each covered from head to foot with 
large, black flies, which preyed voraciously 
upon the soit flesh; each exposed to the 
pitiless heat of the sun which poured down 
upon them in untempered severity. The 
house was small and contained three apart- 
ments. In the kitchen were a stove, a table 
and a settle bed’’ and three rude square 
boxes upon rockers for the use of the chil- 
dren. he three children who had been upon 
the veranda were placed in two of these cribs. 
In the third was a fourth child, but it was so 
small and so completely covered with flies, 
that it was 
NOT EASILY RECOGNIZABLE AS HUMAN. 

It was a shocking sight of — 24 and misery. 
The little thing was breathing heavily. It 
moaned feebly, now and then, and wearily 
opened two intensely blue eyes, in which there 
was unutterable appeal. An India rubber 
nipple attached toa bottle, containing what 
looked like sour curdled milk, had been 
thrust into its mouth, and at this it sucked 
now and then, but was too feeble to draw the 
fluid from the bottle. Its arms were 
hardly larger than a pipe-stem, 
its legs not thicker than a grown man’s 
finger. Ite skin hung in loose folds upon the 
manikin frame, and its face had the look of 
age stamped upon it. The flies devoured 
every feature. An intolerable effluvia, heavy 
and sickening, exhaled from the-dirty clothes 
inthe cradle. Ofthe four children one will 
probably survive, but they are all wasted and 
they all suffered from neglect. They were all 
dirty and all clutched at the India rubber nip- 
ple, which, when the children are numerous, 
isnot even attacked to a miik Dottie. At 
another place achild lay dying—starved to 
death. he third house had six children, all 
of them marked fordeath. They were cov- 
ered with flies. One woman said she had had 
twenty-four chiliren inher house in three 
Fears, and that all of them died. In nearly 
every place visited similar scenes met the eye, 
and the women who had charge of the un- 
fortunates seemed utterly heartless and cruel.

September. Mr. O’Keefe is a distinguished 
member of the Nationalist party, and during 
his term of office has made himself exceed- 


ingly popular la his native city. His father 
was appointed High Sheriff of the — of Lim- 
erick for 1886,and performed the duties of the 
office Goring that politically tempestuous 
year with ability and prudence. Mr. O’ Keefe, 
after spending some weeks in New York, con- 
templates visiting Chicago, St. Louls and Cin- 
cinnati, and 9 — returning to Ireland 
toward the end of October. The City of Limer - 
rick is the most ancient corporation in Great 
Britain, the municipal charter having been 
accorded it by King John, eleven years before 
Londou received a similar distinction. For 
centuries the Mayors of Limerick were rep- 
resentatives of; the most aristocratic and 
powerful families in the south of Ireland, 
the honor being aspired to even by the scions 
of nobility. 

Although coming to America in a private 
capacity, Mr. O’ Keefe has been N bya 
few of his friends to bring with him, if possi- 
ble, the ancient city regalia—the sword of 
State, the great silver maces, which have 
been borne before his predecessors in office 
for many centuries, and also the historic 
mayoralty chain, upon the golden links of 
which are engraved the names of the succes- 
sive mayors from the reign of King John to 
the present. It is not probable that Be will be 
able to comply with this interesting request. 


DIED IN GREAT AGONY, 


Arthur Mueller, aße Year-Old Child, has a 
Fatal Attack of Hydrophobia, 


CHICAGO, III., July 23.—Arthur Mueller, aged 
2 years, died yesterday of hydrophobia. Five 
weeks ago last Sunday the family were ata 
garden and the boy was playing outside, when 
asmall black dog rushed up to the little fel- 
low, biting him on the third finger of his left 


hand and scratching him slightly on the 
cheek. The father was calle to the 
child by his cries and was himself 
bitten on the thumb by the dog. Mr. 
Mueller then shot the animal, and subse- 
quently went into an adjoining dr store to 
have the wounds of himself and child dressed. 
For some unknown reason the wound of Mr. 
Mueller was cauterized, but that of his son 
was not,the child’s wounds being only treated 
with acarbolic salve. As the woun of the 
child healed rapidly, no further attention was 
paid | the matter, and when he was taken 
sick | Wednesday evening no one thought 
of the dog-bite of some weeks ago 
as being the cause of illness. 
On Thursday morning the child was 
so ill that a doctor wus called, and, on first 
examination, attributed the illness to over- 
heating. The same evening the boy was at- 
tacked with the well-known symptoms of h- 
drophobia, which lasted throughout the night, 
and on yesterday morning, when the doctor 
called in, it was seen there was little hope 
of the child’s recovery. He lingered along, 
having periodical convulsions, until the after- 
noon, when he died in great agony.

A MARINE JUBILEF. 


The Grand Review of the British Navy at 
Spithead. 


PORTSMOUTH, July 23.—Portsmouth and 
Southsea have been thronged for days past in 
anticipation of the jubilee naval review, fixed 
for this afternoon at Spithead. The crowds 
have been immensely augmented this morn- 
ing by the arrival of innumerable visitors 
from all parts of the country, who came 
by special trains from London and other 
centers. Good positions for observing the dis- 
play are well occupied, The weather could 
not be more favorable. There is bright sun- 
shine, and a light breeze is blowing. Every- 
body isin holiday attire, and gay dresses and 
splendid uniforms give the crowded thorough-

A BRILLIANT APPEARANCE. 


Special trains brought down from London 
the Lords of the Admirality, members or the 
House of Lords and the Commons, and 
numerous representatives of the foreign lega- 
tions. Minister Phelps traveledina speelal 
saloon coach. He was accompanied by his 
wife and Mrs. Loomis. In the same 
coach with the American Minister were Mr. 
Robert McLane, United States Minister to 
France; Mr. Jabez L. M. Curry, United States 
Minister to Spain; Mr. Henry White, Second 
Secretary of the American Legation at Lon- 
don, and his wife; Lieut. Chadwick, naval 
attache of American Legation at London, and 
Mrs. Chadwick; Lieut.

Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt’s yacht, the Alva, was 
conspicuous in the marine procession to Spit- 
head, and was beautifully decorated with 
flags. The scene at Portsmouth was one ot 
extreme animation. Hundreds of private craft 
of every description, all handsomely 
decorated and well freighted with gaily- 
dressed people, being anchored here. It 
looked like a gigantic marine picnic. The 
Bonnie Doon carried scores of Americans. The 
crowds afloat and ashore were enormous. On 
arriving at Portsmouth Dock-yard the favored 
ones embarked on board troop ships ap- 
pointed to convey them from here and from 
Southampton to Spithead. 
THE NAVAL PROCESSION. 

The first troop ships to leave with guests 
were two huge Indian liners from Southamp- 
ton, which excited much admiration from the 
crowds on shore. They were quickly followed 
by others from the Portsmouth dock yard 
jetty. Namerous large steamboats afforded the 
general public an opportunity to witness the 
review from the sea. The vessels participating 
in the pageant as paraders numbered 128 pen- 
nants, and included the squadrons of iron- 
clads and cruisers, aggregating 34 vessels, 75 
torpedo boats, gun-boats and iron defense 
ships, divided into5 flotillas, 6 training-brigs 
and 13 troop-ships. Besides these 128 ships under 
drill, there were the Imperial and Indian troop- 
ships appointed to carry the distinguished 
visitors, and the small vessels and dockyard 
craft allotted to the corporation of Ports- 
mouth, all of which were well laden and 
briskly used. The war-ships were drawn up 
in four lines, facing the the star- 
board column being opposite the of Wight 
and the port column being off Portsmouth.

HIS DAYS NUMBERED. 


Figaro’s Medical Correspondent Reveals the 
True Condition ef Emperor William. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-pispatch. 
Panis, July 2%.—The medical corespondent 
of the Figaro who continues to follow the 
German Emperor says in his last dispatch: 
„The Emperor has finally succeeded in reach- 
ing Gastein. In spite of the prayers of the 
Imperial family and of the remonstrances of 
his physicians, the Emperor has made this 
journey. He sald that he wished to see the 
mountains again. They had to yield to this 
wish. At Mainau there was a day of great fright. 
The Emperor had a sinking spell one morning 
when they were dressing him, which lasted 
four hours. Two hours from the time when 
the physicians believed he was dying the 
Emperor was walking about. He has been 
obliged to give up the wearing of his un!form. 
It was too heavy. A lighter dress has been 
devised for him. He cannot be made to un- 
derstand why he is unable to do everything 
that he has been accustomed to do in the 
past. At Bregenz, when the Prince Regent of 
Bavaria came to see him, the Emperor tried 
to walk down the gang-plank connecting the 
vessel to the quay. If his Adjutant, 
Count Lehndorff, had not caught him 
by the arm he would have fallen. [His 
physicians think that the slightest fall might 
result in his dying from the nervous shock. 
At Gastein the Emperor walked up the steps 
of the hotel leaning on the arms of two serv- 
ants. After ten minutes of frightful fatigue, 
he rallied and showed no Ap ae roe Diy 
The correspondent adds the Emperor's 


‘strange sinking spelis. He will talk clearly 
and strongly and as freely as tem years ago, 
and then he will go to sleep in the middle of a 
sentence.

Recovery of the Body of Mr. Dixon, Killed 
by Lightning. 

New York, July %.—The tragic death by 
lightning of Michael J. Dixon, the ice-cream 
manufacturer, and John P. Ryan, in Princess 
Bay, yesterday, has created a great sensation 
in New York and vicinity, where Mr. Dixon’s 
name was known to almost every man, woman 
and child. At last reports Mr. Dixon’s body 
had not been found. There were three men in 


boat and the third man, named 
Smith, in another. They were fsh- 
ing, about two miles from the Staten 


Island shore. Suddenly a squall arose fol- 
lowed by rain and lightning. 

Mr. Smith says: ‘‘SuddenlyI felt as though 
I had had a heavy blow on the top of the head, 
and that is the last I knew fora long time. I 
heard no thunder and saw no lightning. 
When I came to I was lying onthe bottom of 
the boat. I was dazed and confused, and it 
was a minute or more before I noticed any- 
thing wrong with the other boat. Then I saw it 
was filled with water and ts gun wales flush with 
the level of the sea, and there was no one vis- 
ibfe init. I got up my anchor as quickly as 


possible and went to it. Mr. Dixon was no- 
where to be seen and Mr. Ryan was hanging 
head down out of the boat into the water. He 
was nearly stripped of his clothing and he 
huhg only by a remnant of his trousers, which. 
had cau he fn some way on the boat. It rained 
so hard f could only see a little distance around 
me. I held fast to the body by the wrist and 
shouted with all my power for 22 But it 
was of no use. It was two miles to land, and 
THE STORM DROWNED MY VOICE. 

Imanaged at last to get an oar in my right 
hand, and holding Mr. Ryan’s body by. the 
wrist with my left, I started to paddie to 
shore, towing the corpse behind me. I made 
little progress, and I stopped every now and 
then to shout with all my strength for help. I 
must have wofked in thie way fully three- 
quarters of an hour. Finally saw a boat 
— off, and I knew I had deen 

eard. It was Benjamin Westcott, who 
heard me first, and he came to 
measfastashe could. The storm had all 
blown over now. Following Mr. Westcott, 
three colored men came out in another boat. 
The colored men did not want to take the 
body out of the water on account of the Oor- 
oner, thinking — might be violating the 
law. I insisted and we got it into the boat. I 
was so exhausted by the work and the shock 
that Icould do nothing more. I lay back in 
my boat and they towed me ashore.’ 

Mr. Dixon’s body was nowhere to be seen. 
The boat was towed tn to the shore and drawn 
up onthe beach near where Mr. Ryan’s body 
was. The boat was split ey in the bot- 
tom, and the boards along the inside were 
torn loose. Whenthe boat was baled out two 
10-cent pieces, Mr. Ryan’s knife, a shirt stud, 


and an ivory sleeve - button were 
fodnd among the fish that were 
lying in the bottom. Mr. Ryan was 


alsoin the ice-cream business in New York 
and had madea considerable fortune. He was 
a large, fine-looking man of about 60. He 
leaves a widow and five children. Mr. Dixon 
was about 42 years old. He leaves a widow 
and two daughters. He possessed extensive 
means. His business signs in the city and 
country are everywhere and his carts are 
legion. 

RECOVERED. 
The body of Mr. Dixon was recovered this 
morning near the spot where it went down. 
The appearance of the body showed that Mr. 
Dixon was not struck by lightning, but was 
stunned by the shock and thrown overboard 
and was drowned before assistance could 
reach him. The body was well preserved and 
was attired in a full suitof clothes. Mr. Dixon 
wore a diamond stud valued at $3,000, which 
was recovered. 


PROHIBITION A FAILURE, 


More Liquor Sold in Rhode Island Than 
Under License. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.. July 2%.—Searches and 
seizures under the prohibitory law, during 
the past few days, have created only a tem- 
porary panic among Rhode Island liquor deal- 
ers.

EAST Sr. LOUIS. 


The School Board Wrangie—A Curious Dead- 
Lock—Notes and Personals. 


Since the hot weather has somewhat abated 
the citizens of Hast St. Louis have gradually 
cast aside their torpor and are now beginning 
to display a little more energy, as is evidenced 
by their interest in the election of the 
Superintendent of their public schools. The 
present incumbent, Prof. Michael J. Sullivan, 
was elected last year and is now the strongest 


candidate for re-election. The present School 
Board is comprised of Messrs. J. M. Sullivan, 


President; John <A. Joyce, Secretary; 
Thomas Cannovan, W. „ Dill Den- 
nis Rush and Mr. Cantillon. The first 


three members were those holding over 
in the Board at the lastelection, but the last 
three were chosen this spring. The members 
holding over are favorable to Mr. Sullivan’s 
re-election, but the new members seem to op- 
pose him. Mr. Sullivan's enemies claim that 
he devotes too much time to the 
Knights of Labor and the patronage of the 
Eighth Congressional District. -Mr. Sullivan 
was seen this morning by a POsST- DISPATCH re- 
porter as to the correctness of the statement, 
and that gentleman said: 

The opposition to me is made principally by 
J.T. Kirk for the reason that the Knights of 
Labor indorsed me for the position, and be- 
cause I favored the election of J. M. Sullivan 
to the mayorality last spring. 

Mr. Kirk claims that all the newspaper re- 
porters in East St. Louis have been bought 
up, and that he is now in a position to 
run the town and control the policy 
of the present Administration. He openly 
boasts of this, and says that the Superintend- 
ent of the Schools cannot be elected without 
his consent. He is trying very hard to run 
this town, and would undoubtedly succeed in 
doing so if it were not for the influence 
the Knights of bor, who will 
have nothing todo with him. Hesaid thatmy 
defeat was made an issue at the last election 
for member of the School Board. This 1s ab- 
solutely false, and you may say so from me. 
Mr. Cantillon was always before and at the 


time of the election my friend, 
and why he@has turned against me 
Ican’t say. The facts about my connection 
with the Knigbts of Labor are that when 


elected to the superintendeney 1 resigned the 
position of District Master Workman, but my 
Official position is no reason why I should 
sever my connection with the organization al- 
together.“ 

Mr. Sullivan claims to have done more for 
the East St. Louis schools during his term of 
office than hasever been done for them since 
their existence. Among the benefits conferred 
upon them by him, he claims, are the reintro- 
duction of spelling, and the addition of physi- 
ology taught by lectures delivered by practi- 
cal physicians, and the establishment of a 
teachers’ institute. 

Mr. T. E. Rafter's name has been mentioned 
as a candidate also. It is alsosaid that the 
present opposition to Sullivan is for the pur- 


pose of forcing him, in case of his 
election, to give Rafter a position 
as a teacher, and it is rumored 


that he can immediately secure his re-election, 
provided he will enter into a compromise to 
place Mr. Rafter. Hot timesare expected at 
the next meeting of the School Board, which 
will probably be some time next week.

The confused public, after watching the tor- 
tuous way of the street sprinkling bill through 
the labyrinthine complications of municipal 
jaw making, will be cheered by the brief and 
positive announcement which the Post-D1s- 
patcu is enabled to make this evening, vis:

All opinions agreed, 
the sprinkling bill Had been killed: The meas- 
ure in which the people took a more direct in- 
terest than any other subject of legislation 
now before the Assembly bad been shelved. 
within an hour its fortunes changed com- 
pletely, and at g o’clogk this morning, when 
the Assembly adjourned, it had been cleared 
of ite handicap and the success of the plan 
assured. Within the course of a few ‘hours 
the revivification of the dead bill was complete 
and its friends were given good cause to re! 
joice. The fact that the bill itself passed 
ago may confuse the public, and its reoent 
perils may not be understood. The sprinklin 
pill itself, though passed several weeks ago 
contained no provision setting aside revenue 
tor itsenforcement.

A QUESTION OF CHALLENGES 


Which May Figure Seriously in a Novel 
Murder Case. 


A bill of exceptions was filed in the Crimi- 
nal Court this morning in the case of Michael 
Gilmore, sentenced to fifty years in the peni- 
tentiary for killing Miles Stanton while shoot- 
ing at another man. A dispute arose between 
Mr. D. Castleman Webb, attorney for the de- 
tense, and Judge Normile as to whether the 
defense had made their challenges before the 


panel of jurors was changed. After the forty- 
seven jurors for the panel had 
been selected, and the defense had taken 
forty-eight hours to make their challenges, 
two of the men, Frank B. Whitcomb and John 
Casserly, could not be found, and both the 
State and defense refused to place them on 
their list of challenges, each stating that they 
wanted the men on the jury. Casserly was 
laid up in bed, net ony been thrown from his 
vehicle and severely injured, while Whitcomb 
was absent from the city. Judge Normile held 
that no list of challenges had been handed 
him, and thatthe talk about the matter was 
all private, and that therefore he could 
take no notice of the matter asa judge. Mr. 
Webb thought the statement made by them 
was equivalent to handing inthe listof chal- 
lenges, but gave way to the Court — and 

repared his bill of exceptions accerdingly. 
Mr Webb holds that they excepted to the se- 
lection of George Miletio and A. P. odfellow 
in the places of the absent jurors, and this is 
the main point of the bill on which the de- 
fense hopes to be awarded a new trial.

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Ir comes out that ‘Harvey’s bad char- 
acter was fully exposed and a full account 
of his mania forjliving beyond his means 


was laid before Secretary MANNING be- 
fore the appointment was made. But the 
effort to get control of RANDALL and tie 
him to the Administration’s apron string 
by making him its patronage boss for 
Pennsylvania made the statements and 
protests of other Democratic Congressmen 
from that State unavailing, and this 
badly tattooed Blaine man was given a 
Treasury position at RANDALL’S request in 
preference to a Democrat. Here in St. 
Louis we have seen how unavailing are 
Democratic and popular protests against 
the appointment of tattooed politicians, 
and how weak civil-service reform is 
when it gets in the way of bossism. 


TWO SENTENCES. 

Harvey, the forging Treasury clerk 
submitted himself to the clemency of the 
court with a plea of guilty and a plea for 
mercy. The plea for mercy was that he 
had given up everything, confessed every- 
thing, and would go to prison leaving an, 
old mother, a young wife and four helpless 
little children penniless and deprived of 
their only support. A morbid desire for 
works of art and for a style of life beyond 
his means had tempted him to oom- 
mit crime under such circumstances 
that the Court might easily see in 
the incentive something akin to 
mania, and the leniency shown 
in the sentence of SHARPE was of course 
referred to in the plea for lenieney to 
Harvey. But Harvey, young, pleading 
for a chance to reform, pleading that 
prolonged punishment for him meant 
prolonged privation and punishment for 
his innocent wife and little ones, was 
sentenced te twelve years, while JacoB 
SHARPE, fighting to the last, and after 
putting the State to enormous expense 
for his trial and refusing to make restitu- 
tion of a single dollar of the half mill- 
ion of stolen money which the Court 
said he had in his pocket, was 
sentenced to only four years of 
the ten to which he was liable. We do 
not say the Court was too severe in sen- 
tencing Harvey to half the term to which 
he was liable, but we do say that twelve 
years for him and anything less than the 
full extent of the law for such malefactors 
as SHARPE marks a deplorable weakness 
on the part of public justice in dealing 
with prosperous crime. It says to the 
criminally inclined. ‘Go to, put money 
in thy purse,’’ 
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THE NEW CRIMINAL JUDICATURE. 

We sympathize with the strong desire 
of the Criminal Court officials for a chance 
to spend a goodly portion of the hot 
weather at the seaside or other fashion- 
able summer resorts, and would not have 
them work themselves to death at any 
season ofthe year. It cannot be denied 
that two courts are needed to handle prop- 
erly the immense docket of that one. 
Neither do we deny that public money 
may be saved and the ends of public 
justice promoted by the exercise of a wise 
discretion on the part of the Circuit-Attor- 
ney in ridding the docket of some cases by 
rewarding pleas of guilty with light sen- 
tences. 

But when he makes that the rule rather 
than the exception, and 240 cases of felony 
are thus disposed of without trial between 
December and July, and such a wholesale 
adjudication of criminal cases in private 
conferences between the Circuit-Attorney 
and defendants’ attorneys is found to be 
most pleasing to the lawyers most engaged 
in getting prisoners off with easy sentences, 
there is good reason for suspecting that 
justice was wronged in the settlement of a 
good many of these cases. Where the 
docket isso large that the Court cannot 
give to all the indicted that 
speedy and publio trial by a jury of the 
vicinage’’ which is their constitutional 
right, the alternative of ‘‘boiling in jail’’ 
for an indefinite period may be used as a 
strong inducement for some of them to 
plead guilty and accept punishment rath- 
er than waitfora jury trial and a possi- 
ble acquittal. But while justice may be 
cheated in that wayin some cases to the 
injury of prisoners with few friends and 
little money, it is apt to be cheated often- 
er by the escape of the guilty from the 
full measure of punishment due them, 

All we contend for in this matter is that 
the inability of the Court and Circuit- 
Attorney to clear the dooket by regular 
trials in time for their summer vacation 
is not a good exouse for either a general 
jail delivery or for a wholesale adjudica- 
tion of criminal cases by the Circuit- 
Attorney in private conference with the 
attorneys for the prisoners. If that is 
better than the old way, the old machinery 
and processes of our courts are an ex- 
pensive and useless incumbrance upon 
our system of Government. 
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THE power of the Immigration Commis- 
sioner toorder back immigrants whom, 
in his discretion, he may choose to oon- 
sider helpless paupers or criminals, seems 
to be absolute, as defined by Judge 
LACOMBE of the United States Court in 
New York City. Judge Lacounx decided 
that the finding of the Commissioner in 
any case is final. and that his order send- 
ing the immigrant back is not subject to 
review by the courts, son telegram in the 
morning papers announces. INA Jons- 
son and her illegitimate ohild came over 
from Copenhagen on money which the 
father of the child had sent them, and 


to join him at Duluth. She was a healthy 
woman, capable of supporting herself and 
child, and a fair inference from the action 
of the child’s father in sending for them 
was that he intended to marry her and do 
his duty by both. But the Commissioner 
ordered her back, and in the case of the 
FRANCESCO PERG family ordered jthem 


back as paupers, although relatives 


they were provided with railroad tickets 


offered the guarantee of a five thousand 
dollar bond that they should not become a 
public charge. It was in this latter case 
that Judge LacomsBs is reported to have 
held the Commissioner’s decision absolute 
and not subject to review by the courts. 
If this opinion shall be sustained the Com- 
missioner’s power is not only sufficient to 
exclude all improper immigrants, but to 
arbitrarily exolude persons whom human- 
ity and the policy of our Government 
would welcome to our shores. 


Ir seems that a part of the duties for 
which Colonels are employed as railroad 
attorneys in Arkansas is to pummel edi- 
tors for criticising the acts of other Col- 
onels who are railroad Presidents. A dis- 
patch from Pine Bluffs tells how Col. S. W. 
TAYLOR, attorney for the St. L., A. & T. 
Railroad, pummeled the editor of the 
Pine Bluffs Commercial for criticizing the 
acts of Col. Forpyce, the President of 
that road. Railroad Presidents are high- 
ly privileged characters, and the duties 
of railroad attorneys are multifarious and 
occasionally neither lawful nor respecta- 
ble, but this method of regulating the treat- 
ment of railroad questions by the press 
isan extra hazardous addition to their 
functions, and calls for the exeroise of a 
wise discretion in the selection of editors 
to be operated on. Col. Joh O’DayY’s 
plan of entrapping a small editor in a 
room and having both a brother and a 
bludgeon on hand as assistants, will be 
found generally the safest. 
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PRESIDENT Fisn of the Marine Bank 
was sentenced to ten years at the age of 
65 for the part he took in WaRD's swin- 
dling operations. In sentencing SHARPE 
to four years and a fine of only $5,000, 
when he had $500,000 of stolen money in 
his pocket, Judge BaRRETT let him off 
with only half the punishment the 
law allowed. For such leniency the 
Court admitted that there was no 
plea or excuse but the bad health 
and great age of the convict. But 
if a court can admit such a plea 
for mercy at all, it can fix. the pun- 
ishment at the very lowest penalty pre- 
scribed by law. Beyond the court is the 
pardoning power, to the discretion of 
which should be referred all pleas for 
mercy based on old age and bodily all- 
ments. The court should in all such cases 
make the punishment fit the crime, and 
consider nothing but the prisoner’s guilt 
and the public need for an example. To 
consider anything else is to allow the dis- 
cretion of the Judge toencroach upon the 
province of the pardoning power.

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Boston’s Nudity Craze.

High art in Boston is leading its yotaries 
into a somewhat disgraceful kind of business. 
It will be remembered that a prominent 
photographer of that city some weeks ago got 
himself into no end of trouble by taking sev- 
eral pictures of young ladies of Common 
weulth avenue, the blue-blooded street ot 
Boston, in an exceedingly decollete attire. 
The aristocratic environments of his custom 
ers saved the photographer from prosecution 
on the charge of printing indecent pictures. 
The nudity culture craze has now broken out 
in South Bosto: , a less aristocratic quarter of 
the city, and another photographer has been 
arrested for taking pietures of young 
women posing as Greek goddesses. As the 
ladies of the Grecian Olympus were not in the 
babit of wearing much more in the way of ap- 
parel than that which nature provided them it 
may be inferred that the attitudinizing Boston 
women were not overburdened with gar- 
ments. It appears that these young women 
had been to the Art Museum and become 
enamored of the fig-leaved divinities and were 
desirous of expressing their love of the Greek 
cult, and defend themselves with the danger- 
ous and very elastic argument that to the pure 
all things are pure. 

The craze seems to be spreading all over 
Boston, and reinforces the arguments which 
the advocates of industrial reform are making 
against the study of Greek. That has 
reached its highest development in Boston, 
and here we have its manifestly improper re- 
salts. It is not only depriving young wen of 
the opportunities of making a living and influ- 
encing them to exist on their wits, but it is 
leading_young women into unquestionable 


improprieties. The Greek goddesses were a 
notoriously immoral lot. There was scarcely 
a decent woman among them, and they 
dressed in a manner which, though peculiarly 
adapted to hot climates, was decoliete to a 
degree which would shock a South Sea 
Islander. Even their plaster and marble 
effigies are so offensive to some people that 
they have been constrained to put Mother 
Hubbards and hoop skirts on them to make 
them presentable. How much more repre- 
hensible is this conduct of living young 
women who are not goddessess, who live at a 
period of the world when there is a prejudice 
in favor of clothing, and who have had the 
advantage of Sunday-school teaching! If the 
matrons of coloniak days knew what their 
highly cultured descendants were doing they 
would turn over lu their graves in holy horror. 
It is evidently time for the advocates of in- 
dustrial reform to move on Boston in force be- 
fore this dangerous product of advanced 
civilization takes deeper root and compels 
pure-minded travelers passing through the 
Hub to cover their faces. 


Saving the Children. 
From the Chicago Evening Journal. 

The long hot spell, which was partially 
broken last Sunday, has been one of almost 
unprecedented fatality among little children. 
In New York they died at the rate of more than 
a hundred a day, and lu Philadelphia, Chicago 
and other large cities the mortality among the 
little ones was appalling. 

The summer season is always prolific of 
those diseases to which children are peculiarly 
subject, but with the advent of an intense heat 
wave the fatality is enormously increased. 
But it is not the heat alone that kills the chil- 
dren. Impure airand improper and unwhole- 
some food work most of the destruction. It is 
noticed in New York that when babies almost 
dead with cholera infantum are transferred to 
the pure sea breezes and given pure food 
almost at once new life begins to come back 
to them, and In a few days they grow well and 
strong. 

It is undoubtedly true that thousands of in- 
fants are sacrificed each summer through 
ignorance and neglect of hygenic laws. Unfit 
food, bad ventilation and unwholesome sur- 
roundings cause the little ones to fall like 
autumn leaves. Many times less than it costs 
to bury the baby when itis dead would have 
saved the little life by a temporary removal to 
the pure air of the country. Charitable people 
and associations do what they ean toward 
sending sick children to the country or the 
seashore, but the lack of sufficient means 
greatly handicaps their efforts. The funds 
provided for such benificent work should be 
ample, and the operation of these humane 
agencies should be largely extended. People 
who desire to contribute toa worthy charity 
can find none more deserving than that which 
undertakes to save sick children from the 
perils of the summer heat.

AN INHUMAN FATHEESR. 


An Insane Girl Tied to a Stake in a Back 
Yard.

New Tonk, July 23.—Nine months ago Her- 
man Roegler arrived in this country from Ger- 
many, accompanied by his wife and children, 
one a daughter named Adelaine, aged 19, who 
is insane. He built a home on Liberty street, 
Union Hill, N. J., where he went to live 
shortly after his arrival. Mrs. Holtz, who 
keeps a saloon on Bergentine avenue, entered 
Recorder Schieichter’s Court in the town 


Hall yesterday, and told him that Boegler 
was keeping his daughter locked up in a dark 
room, and when he let herout in the yard 
for air he tied one end of a rope to a stake 
driven inthe ground. The Recorder hardly 
believed her story, but nevertheless notified 
County Health Inspector Saltonstall. He and 
Officers Feeney and Smith went out and in- 
vestigated. The were accompanied by sev- 
eral reporters and citizens. Upon arriving at 
the house they found in the back yard a young 

irltied to a stake, which was firmly driven 
Tato the ground. She presented a most woe- 
begone appearance. Her body was emaciated 
and her long hair floated over her back in wild 


rofusion. giving her a most deplorable 
ook. The rope was ten feet long. 
Where it was tied around her waist her 


dress was almostintatters andthe cord had 
worn almost into the flesh. After liberating 
the girl Dr. Saltonstall assisted her into the 
house. Recorder Schleichter, who was one of 
the party, asked Boegler if it was true that he 
had kept the giri locked inacell. He ad- 
mitted that he kept her in a room and locked 
the door. The room on the top floor is a 
small, cell-like place. There are no windows 
to admit lightorair,and the atmospbere is 
sickening. he apartment is about eight feet 
by six, and in one corner are a handful of 
straw and a dirty, husk pillow, wnich serve as 
a bed for

The gir! is unable to talk and can only make 
sounds like the purring of a cat. When spoken 
to by ber father she obeys like a faithfui anl- 
mal, but when addressed by the Recorder she 
only stared at him in a vacant way and grinned 
like an idiot. In explaining his conduct 
Boegler said that he kept the girl confined in 
the room as he was afruidthat ifshe were to 
get out she might do some injury by biting 
people. ‘‘She imagines,’’ he said, ‘‘that she 
is a cat, and acts like one at times. At present 
she is quiet. When I let ber out in the 
yard to get fresh air Itie the rope around her 
waist. She has never done any harm but is 
violent at times.’’ 

The health inspector made Boegler clean 
the room thoroughly and also promise that he 
would give the girladecent bed tosleep on. 
The town physician, Schlemm, was seen by a 
reporter in reference to the affair. He said he 
had heard aboutit, and would have the girl 
committed to an insane asylum, but it was 
necessary for foreigners to reside a year in 
this country before they could claim relief as 
paupers. ecorder Schieichter notified Coun- 
ty Physician Charles B. Converse, and H pos- 
sible the girl will be taken to the asylum. It 
is Claimed that she is really underthe jurisdic- 
tion of the Commissioner of Emigration of 
New York, who should not have allowed her 
to leave Castle Garden. 


Pointers for People Building Houses.

Have the smoke flue in chimney at least 10x14, 
and see that itis the same size tothetop of chim- 
ney, this is important and you will always re- 
gret it if you allow yourself to be talked out of 
it; then see that your chimney is carried above 
the highest point of your roof, be positive on 
this point and save gray hairs; have all the 
hot-air pipes carried up on the inside wails 
and be quite sure none of them are run hori- 
zontally even for a few feet. 

These points looked after, see that the door 
leading into basement is at least three feet 
wide. A narrow cramped entrance to the 
basement will spoil any house. 

Above details have been carried out and 
guarantee to heat your house comfortably 
with the thermometer below zero. Of course 
you will see that you have either open grates 
or ventilating flues to carry off the foul air.

Hut Mr. Ward overreaches himself, however, 
in his effort to bring into striking contrast the 
abuses which, he alleges, are heaped upon the 
poor innocent ball player and the emolument 
accruing to the hard-hearted manager from 


his labor. Mr. Ward insists that these 
abuses must be rectified, and before 
closing his remarks betrays himself 


into an expression of fear that the rectifica- 
tion will be found a dimcult task. 
If Mr. Ward had the courage to analyze the 
situation aJittle more deeply, he would have 
arrived at a conclusion which would have 
placed his whole argument in a very bad 
light. He would have reasoned it out that 
were the very evils which he deprecates re- 
moved, the removal would bring down upon 
the head of the ball player the very roof and 
Walls of the house upon which he depends for 


protection. It is this very reserve rule 
that gives mot only Mr. Ward, but every 
man in the business, a market 
value as a player, hence gauges 


the salary which his services are worth, and 
hence operates not to his detriment but to his 
nivantage. Without the reserve rule Mr. 
Ward could not earn $10a week as a ball 
player. Without the reserve rule he would be 
compelled to earn-a livelihood as best he could 
apart from his ability in the field or at bat. 
Withont the reserve rule Mr. Ward would be 
an obscure, unheard-of individual, instead of 
the very famous man he now is. Few ball 
players are blest with the mental caliber of 
Mr. Ward, and if he can earn a competency by 
knowledge acquired with money earned un- 
der the very system he condemne, few 
others in his line of sport can do the same 
thing. Mr. Ward can find fault handily, but 
when he is asked to suggest a better method 
thanthe existing onehe finds himself sadly 
nonplussed. Heisthe victim of the method, 
but there isno remedy which he can submit 
but will be suicidal to his own interests. The 
system has been built up by years of evolution, 
and no puny effort, particularly such an 
illogical and inconstent one as that recently 
made by Ward, can tear it down. As an 
iconoclast, Johnnie, you are a ridiculous 


failure. 


A singular ooincidence connected with 
Ward's letter is worth noting whileon this 
topic. The very day after the letter appeared 
and before the dazed public had had time to 
assimilate its ideas and realize the importance 
of the points touched upon by the very fluent 
and well educated short-stop, another base 
ball sensation came to light which was sug- 
gestive of the humorous.

You 
see, years ago, when John Morrissey was 
alive, the Lorillards, Mr. Belmont, Mr. With- 
ers and all the prominent breeders entered 
their borses at Saratoga; but for many years 
such people have quite ignored the place. The 
Dwyers, even, pay little attention to it, and in 
consequence the racing has been poor in qual- 
ity to that aforced under the old regime. Sara 
toga, naturally,is the finest of points for hoid- 
ing the wreat race meeting of the country. Its 
climate is beneficial alike for man and beast, 
and when the horses reach Horse Haven (as 
tlie place where the stables are located is 
called) after a campaign in East or West they 
rupidly regain lostform. The track itself is as 
good as any in America, and the steeplechase 
is the very best.

„LON“ MORRIS. 


Interesting Chat About a Once Great Bil- 
li Player. 


Alonzo H. Morris, the billiard expert has 
been spending a few days in the city, says the 
Chicago Tribune. He left last night for St. 
Paul in search of health and strength. Lon“? 
has been a great sufferer for years with that 
dread disease, consumption. Born tn Boston 
some thirty years ago, his father, one of the 
founders of negro minstrelsy, strove in every 


way to instill into the son a due re 
learning, the result of which effort 12 
— the reputation of the billiard-player—to the 
effect of his being head and shoulders above 
every member of the fraternity in the matter of 
education. Originally engaged in mercantile 
pursuits, ‘‘Lon’’ discovered himself an adept 
at what is known as the ‘‘gentleman’s 
game,’’ and therefore quit business to become 
a professor of billiards. Naturally of a math- 
ematical turn of mind, he had a fondness for 
the ‘‘why and wherefore.’’ At divers times 
he came forward with an explanation of the 
differences of stroke requisite at this and that 
style of billiards, and argument carried to ex- 
tremes made of him a butt, so that after sus- 
taining defeat at the ‘‘balk line“ some one 
would jeer, ‘‘Say, ‘Lon,’ you had on 
pin-poot stroke to-night.’’ Nevertheless, 
much of the study of fine points, so instru- 
mental in making up the acknowledged 
methods of the three first-class players 
of the world, is directly traceable 
to Morris. His own style of play was labored, 
indeed; there bas never been a good player 
who exhibited so much of hesitation. Once 
the proper shot was found, however, great 
accuracy was shownin its execution. ‘‘An- 
gie’’ games were his forte—bank shots, three- 
cushion carroms, and pin-pool—and the 
greatese diversity of opinion always obtained 
etween his adherents and the friends of Eu- 
gene Carterasto which player would score 
the greater number of games were a contest 
to take place at all known styles of billiards. 
This was early in the ’80’s, before Schaefer 
caine tothe front as willing to play anybody 
any style for any amount of money. 

Morris, by performance in tournament play, 
classes a shade better than Carter or Gal- 
lagher, he winning the fourth prize in the 
Roche tournament at cushion-carroms in New 
York City, whereas the Ohio players have 
always been ‘‘behind tne money’’ in contests 
forthe championship of America. But Carter 
beat Morris in this city some two years later, 
both at cushion-carroms and pin-pool. About 
four years ago Morris journeyed to Colorado 
and thence to California. His principal match 
on the slope was with McKenna, whom 
he easily defeated at straight rail,’’ 
scoring an average of about 75, 
his opponent during the match making 
4 run of over 1,600. This contest 
was on a 442x9 table, Whatever may have 
been done by way of crookedness on Me- 
Konna's part, the billiards shown by Morris 
e:.title him to a place directly below the plane 
of Slosson, Schaefer and Vignaux as a 
*‘straight-rail’’ player. Morris has just re 
turned to America from the longest trip ever 
8 by any billiardist (always excepting 
A. F. Rudolph, who has played billiards in 
every country on earth), as, leaving San 
Francisco, he visited the Sandwich Islands, 
then went to Australia, and finally turned up 
in Paris. The nerve of the man could not be 
better proved, as, presumably at death's 
door, and entirely dependent upon his own 
efforts for the requisite means, still he took 
steamer to traverse the globe. Personally 
Lon“ Morris is esteemed by the many, and 
has as few enemies as the average billiard 
expert.

NEW BOOKS. 


THE BLUNT CONFESSIONS OF AN AMERICAN 
SOCIETY MAN. 


The Fate of a Fast Man Among the Girls— 
The Labor Question Discussed by Atkin- 
son and Chamberlain—Literary Gossip— 
fiuskin on Kingsley.“

„The Confessions of a Society Man’’ isnot a 
nice book. Persons who endeavor to obey 
the divine command, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself,’’ or the apostolic injunc- 
tion, ‘‘Honor all men,’’ should carefully 
avoid perusing this interesting work of fic- 
tion. It is not pleasant to study the life ofa 
fellow-man whose nature is degraded, and 
to reflect that hundreds of the men among 
whom we spend our lives are no better. It is 
a pity that the book was ever written, edited 
or published. As a work of fiction itis dis- 
gusting. As a would-be sermon it degrades 
rather than elevates; as a satire—but it has no 
claim to that title, being a simple relation of 


facts. The only good purpose it can 
serve, about the only one it proposes 
to serve, is to teach innocent 
women the worst vices of men — 


an effort of questionable desirability from 
any point of view. From a literary standpoint 
the book is ill-written, poorly expressed, and, 
while professedly avoiding open immorality, 
containsin every page suggestions of evil. It 
has, however, two good qualities, the con- 
fessions’’ are honest and bear upon them the 
stamp of truth, and while debasing man it ele- 
vates womanhood. There is nota single bad 
or fast or immoral female character in the 
book. All are good and pure and lovely and 
of good report. 

The ‘‘hero’’ is named Dick Conway, and 16 
the badly educated and worse-trained son of a 
selfish old banker who supplies his son with 
plenty of money and then leaves him to ‘‘gang 
his own gait.’’ Weare introduced to him and 
a number of his companions at a large private 
ball, where two of the latter disgrace them- 
selves by getting drunk, and have to be car- 
ried out and sent homeina coupe. Apropos 
of the indiscretion shown by the hostess in re- 
inviting men who have thus disgraced t#em- 
selves the author says: 

It should be said in the women’s favor that 
Ihave generally found that they dislike to 
have wine at their entertainments, and are 
pained beyond expression at the results which 
ensue from its excessive use. But they do not 
care to bar the men of wealth and station out 
of their houses merely because they drink to 
excess. Eligible men must be provided both 


for dancing and marrying, and who so fitted 
as the men of means and leisure. 


Our hero’s first ‘‘affair du cceur’’ took place 
when he was 16 years of age, and compares fa- 
vorably with the love affairs of his manhood. 
We shall tell it in his own words. 

I was walking home from school one day, 
when I saw just ahead of me a golden-halired 
little girl about to cross aside street. At that 
moment a fiery and almost unmanageable 
horse attached to a heavy wagon turned down 
from the main avenue. The girl stopped and 
seemed in doubt whether to advance or step 
back. In another moment she would have 
been crushed beneath the animal's feet. I 
sprang forward, and grasping her round the 
waist drew her backward just intime to save 
her from death. 

Owing to this incident, Lily Minton and I 
became very good friends. She admired my 
address and bravery,and every pure feeling of 
my boyish heart went out to this bright and 
beautiful girl. Ieaw much of her during the 
twoor three months following the incident 
which I have just related. We never had a 
harsh word oraquarrel ofany kind. Butthe 
— little girl fell ill and grew steadily worse. 

ne day they sent forme. She wished to see 
me and bid me farewell. I can remember well 
the day I stood by her bedside and in a low 
whisper she bade me good-bve forever. 
day they told me she was dead. This has been 
tu me the greatest sorrow I have ever known. 

Mr.Conway’s next love affair took place 
some years afterward. He met a wealthy 
young lady who was also beautiful, and after 
carefully examining the will from which she 
inherited her property he proceeded to fall 
gently in love with both her money and her- 
self. After a brief courtship Dick confessed 
his love for the latter and gained the girl’s 
consent,only to meet with an uncompromising 
rejection from her sensible parents. Mr. Con- 
way had then been leading a fast life about 
town for several years, and the parents did 
not consider him a fit match for their innocent 
daughter. 

After this Mr. Conway remained unattached 
for some time, and then engaged himself to 
two girls at once. He slipped out of this lit- 
tle difficulty with more ease than grace by al- 
lowing a disgraceful episode in his life to 
come to the ears of the parents of one of 
them. Lateron his connection with the sec- 
ond was severed in much the same way, not a 
little to his relief, for he soon grew tired of 
both. 

On page 144 our hero gives vent to some ob- 
servations which may be taken to heart by a 
certain class of society girl: 


Ihave many times heard girls who I knew 
were pure and good say, O, I would not 
inary aman unless he had seen the world;’’ 
or, He's alittle fast, you know, but sucha 


charming fellow;’’ or, 1 don’t want 
a slow man; he’s apt to go wrong 
after marries.’’ With many of our 


society ls the reputation of fastness which 
a man may gain seems to carry a recom- 
mendation with it. I do not say this of their 
mothers; but what mothers control their 
daughters’ acquaintances among the opposite 
sex nowadays? A man may see na girl a hun- 
dred times before he even knows her mother 
by sight and may even ask her to become bis 
wife while his mind is in doubt as to her 
mother’s existence. I have ofttimes doubted 
if the girls could truly have comprehended 
what seeing the world’’ or ‘‘fastness’’ 
means in the vocabulary of our men of mod- 
ern society. If they did know even one tithe 
of what they spoke about it is a matter of 
astonishment that they should speak so. I say 
this as you know not from a sense of moral 
responsibility on the subject, but looking at 
the matter from a standpoint of social econ- 
omy. Perhaps these confessions may be of 
value in giving them some ideas upon the 
subject. 

Any confession that will put ‘‘ideas’’ {nto 
the head of the average society girl should be 
encouraged, butin spite of all his wise and 
moral remarks, our hero does not improve 
upon acquaintance. He goes on engaging 
himself to one girl after another, either drop- 
ping her or inducing her parents to drop him 
by some disgraceful esclandre as soon ashe 
gets tired of her. The last and best of all bis 
Hanes is a girl named Agnes, a truly good 
and beautiful women, who bears with 
him long. He soon tires of her, however, and 
she at last succumbs under the pressure of a 
disgraceful intrigue with an actress and 
a scandalous fight at a low drink 
ing dive, from whence her lover 
lover is dragged off by the police, the whole 
story appearing in the papers next morning. 
At last, however, the hero in some shape gets 
his deserts. Hefallsia love witha beautiful 
andrich girl, called Alice, who is a warm 
friend of several of his former flancees. She 
leads bim on with smiles and encourage- 
ment, and when his susceptible though fickle 
heart is won she calmly tells him that 
she is engaged to some one else. 
When he remonstrates she reminds him of 
his treatment of several of her friends, and 
asks him if he really thinks he deserves any 
more consideration than he has shown to 
others. Shortly afterthis Mr. Conway, &r., 
fails in business, but provides for himself by 
marrying a rich widow, advising his son to 
‘‘go and do likewise.’’ The son, finding 
himself unpleasantly short of cash, decides 
follow suit, and lays siege to the heart of a

plain but wealthy heiress. She accepts him, 
and after marriage makes him an ample al- 
lowance, after which he settles down into a 
calm existence of luxurious dependence.

THE MARGIN OF PROFITS.

‘‘The Margin of Profits’’ is a neat little book 
containing two lectures, pro and con, on the 
eight-hour labor question. Mr. Atkinson, of 
course, stands upon the ground that eight- 
hour labor simply means impoverishment for 
both the manufacturer and mechanic alike, 
while Mr. Chamberlain tak the opposite 
view of the great question. meof Mr. At- 
kinson’s points are very plausible. His aryu- 
ment is that tor every cent the worker pays 
the capitalist the latter pays the] workman ten. 


As I said the other day ina meeting of this 
kind, if you don’t want to pay Mr. Vanderbilt 
for bringing your barrel of flour from Chicago 
to Boston you needn't; you can wheel it your- 
self. I had rather pay Mr. Vanderbilt to carry 
my trunk or my barrel; he can do it cheaper. 
Suppose the old man did make 5100, 000, 000 out 
of the job, he saved me a dollar for every cent 
he — out of me; he saved you a dollar for 
every cent he got by moving the flour from the 
great prairies of the West down here for you 
to eat. How could — do without such men: 
Wouldn’t it, then, take you and me ten times 
as long and ten times as hard work to get less 


than we all get now? 

Then Mr. Atkinson cites a case down South 
where there is a huge tract of land bigger than 
Great Britain and Ireland together, with good 
soil, water, trees, iron, coal, copper, lead, 
everything needed forexistence. But there is 
no capital there, only workers. Each man 
works for himself. Dothey thrive? They do 
not. The men there, some 2,000,000 or 3,000,- 
000 people, spin their own yarn, weave their 
own clothes, cut their own wood, make their 
owo furniture. They build their own log- 
houses and are free to do as they like. But 
they work day and night to maintain ex- 
istence, and are not halfas well off asthe 
workman here, because there is no capital 
there te help them. 

Having proved that capital is an advantage 
to labor Mr. Atkinson goes on to prove that in 
the present state of the labor market both 
capitalists and toilers must suffer by the re- 
duction of daily work hours from ten to eight. 
For one thing, workmen will have to wear 
their old shirts a great deal longer or go with- 
out any, because at least nine-tenths of the 
cotton cloth made in the mills is worn by 
working people. He proves that it is a mis- 
take to supp®se that the capitalist gets the 
profit. His profitoneach yard of cloth made 
is so small that it would disappear altogether 
in the light of the eight-hourlaw. By narrow- 
ing the hours of laborfyou narrow the work- 
man’s profit, not the manufacturer’s. Every 
operative can now buy more food and 
better shelter with every dollar of the $300 now 
earnedin ten hours’ work than they could 
with each dollar of the $175 forty years ago 
earned in thirteen or fourteen hours’ work. 
It is a great blunder to say that while the rich 
are growing richer the poor are growing 
poorer; itis only the poor who can’t work 
well, or who won't work well, who grow poor 
while the rich are growing rich in this coun- 
try. The best times for the manufacturer are 
the times when he makes the most money, 
and they are always when the wages are high- 
est and not when they are the lowest, because 
wage-earners are their principal and most 
important customers. 0 

Mr. Atkinson speaks very strongly against 
the principle of preventing scabs from work 
ing. 

Therefore, I tell you, organize, organize, 
but organize ‘the squires of work; call in all 
the scabs to join, and don’t refuse any man 
who works for his living, either with his bands 
or his head, with his own capital or his own 
tools or his own brains, if he is an honest and 
a true man. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s reply to this long and 
eloquent address contains more of the flowers 
of rhetoric, but less of convincing argument. 
Both lecturers, however, are interesting and 
should be read by every one who takes an in- 
terest in the burning question of the day.

HOW LONDON THEATERS ARE RUN. 


The Backed and the Unbacked Kinds—The 
Latter Pays the Best in the Long Run. 


There are, of course, a good many quite 
legitimate theatrical enterprises in London. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kendal have a theater that is run 
upon its merits alone, and that makes money 
year in and year out-—so much money, in 
point of fact, that no inducement has yet been 
big enongh to bring these two people to 
America. So writes Leander Richardson in 


the Boston Herald. The entertainment they 
give with their company is simply peerless, 
and whether in modern play or ancient com- 

edy they are a delight to the eye and ear and 
intellect. I hear they think of giving up their 
theater after next year, in which case they will 
probably travel for a year or two, and will 
then go into a new house that is in contem la- 
tion. Mr. Thomas Thorne, too, runs the Vau- 

deville without external aid. He has had some 
marvelous successes, beginning with the cle 

brated run of Our Boys, years ago, and ex- 

tending to Sophia, which has now con: 

tinued upon this stage for close upon & oe 
of years. The Vaudeville is a wee bit of a 
house, and not expensive to conduct. But 
Mr. Thorne—who is our own George Thorne's 
brother, by the way—keeps a fine company 
always before his patrons, and makes the 

longest runsin all ndon. Charles Wynd- 

ham, at the Criterion, 5 — in likewise for the 

regular and business-like yoy producing 
plays for what they are worth and not for the 
advancement of particular personal interests. 

But he has some advantages not commonly 
shared. The theater belongs to Spiers & Pond,

Yet they take turns 

in sitting at the cash-desk of their res- 

taurant and in watching the treasury of 

their theater, as though they were mere 

clerkson salary. They are members of the 

Swiss Congress, and go over alternately to 

Switzerland every month totake part in the 

debates. Charles Warner made their theater 

popular, as he originally made the Princess. 

Now they are able to get along without him, 

and they are just closing the remarkable ca- 

reer of ‘‘Harbor Lights’’ upon their stage. The 

Gaiety Theater has had a fluctuating 

career. It broke John Hollingshead 

and a good many others, and while it 

is just now making some money, it is 

one of those houses about which there is ‘‘no 

telling,’’ sotospeak. The Drury Lane, with 

melodrama and grand opera, and its annual 

pantomime, has made its director a rich man 

and a prominent manager, and the Court 
Theater, which legitimately produces come- 

dies by Mr. Pinero, is a steady success. That, 

together with the Lyceum, about winds up the 

list of ‘‘unbacked’’ theaters.

New Varieties ef Snakes. 


From the Dakota Bell. 

I think the strangest snake l have seen 
is what I call the fishing snake. | saw 
oueon a log floating in a little arm of 


slack water running in from the river. 
It was long and slender and one or two 
cvils were on the log and its head raise: 
about a foot. Suddenly Isaw it make a 


quick movement, and a small fish seemed 
to leap out of the water. which the snake 
caught in its mouth and proceeded ty 
swallow. Icould not imagine how thc 
snake got the fish, and went further, 
where I could see it better. 
watched it catch two more and saw 
how it was done. It had its tail in 
the water for the length of about three 
feet and the fish bit the end ot it and was 
jerked out. I understood it still more 
thoroughly when the snake left the log 
and swam tothe shore, where I killed it. 
On the end of its tail there was a sort of 
bone fish-hook. It wasdouble and much 
the shape of an anchor. It was very 
sharp, like the teeth of some fish, and the 
snake had baited it with a large grass- 
hopper. The whole length of its body 
was seven feet. It was of a yellowish, 
clayey color, much the same as the water 
in which it was fishing. I think it must be 
confined and intended for the Missouri 
River, which is alwavs of the same muid- 
dy, milky color. Since killing thatone | 
have seen a number of others. One day 
last week 1 saw three on one log and ush— 
ing very intently. While I was watching 
them one hooked a larger fish than it 
could land. It was a catfish which would 
weigh as much as six pounds. The snake 
coiled around the log and hung on, but it 
could have never drawn the fish out had 
not the others come to its assistance, 
reached down their tails, coiled’ them 
around the fish and finally landed it. It 
was too big for them to swallow, and after 
unhooking it from the first one’s tail they 
let it slide back. 

My wife has killed several small snakes 
about the door yard, none of them more 
than a foot long, which have ears. Their 
ears are thin and round some like a bat’s 
and usually lie down, but when the snake 
is trying to catch an insect or some small 
animal they are raised and pointed for- 
ward, giving the snake a bright, deter- 

ook. They also have a small 

— underside and a couple of inches 

om the mouth in which they store cap- 
tured bugs, grasshoppers, etc. 

Ihave noticed another pecular snake 
among the large trees.
